NOTIFICATION 
The following amendments are made in the Secretariat 
Manual : 

1. Add the following as last sentence in paragraph 36 of the 
Secretariat Manual : 

" Rules regarding the application for and grant of copies 

of Official Documents from the English and Vernacular 
Record Offices, Trivandrum and the Central Records, 

Ernakulam are given in Appendix C ” . 
2. The following will be added as Appendix C to the Secre 
tariat Manual. 


APPENDIX C. 
The following procedure shall be observed in dealing with 
applications from private persons for copies of official documents 
from the English and Vernacular Record Offices, Trivandrum , 
and the Central Records, Ernakulam : 

1. Application for search . 
Each application presented to Government for the grant 
of copies of official documents shall be stamped with a Court 
fee label of annas eight. 

A person requiring a search to be made in the English 
Records, Trivandrum Vernacular Records, Trivandrum or the 
Central Records, Ernakulam for the purpose of obtaining a copy 
of, or extracts from a document shall submit an application for 
the purpose in writing to the Secretary in the administrative 
department concerned . The application unless the document 
applied for belongs to the current calendar year should be 
accompanied with search fees on the following scale in the 
shape of court-fee stamps, which will not be refunded in any 
case, whether the document is found or not or whether copies 
are eventually granted or not : 

( A ) . When the document belongs to any year prior to the 
current calendar year, but is not more than ten years old 

(a ) When the applicant gives the date of the document 
required or the year to which it belongs

A receipt signed by the Assistant Secretary of the depart 
ment concerned shall be furnished to every person depositing 
a search fee. 

Note :-(1) A separate application need not be presented in 
respect of each document of which copy is required . 

(2 ) Enclosures or annexures to letters, accounts or other 
documents form part of the documents to which they appertain , 
and not reckoned for purposes of search as separate documents. 

( 3) For all papers filed together and forming a single record 
only one search fee need be paid . 

(4 ) Search fee shall not be levied on applications for the 
return of documents . 

(5 ) A search shall not be commenced until the applicant 
pays the prescribed search fee . 

(6 ) The applicant sliould specify in his application the date 
of the document of which copies are required or the year or 
pericd to which the document relates and search will be confined 
to the year or period specified . 

(1 ) If the applicant is not able to specify the date of the 
document or the year or period to which the document relates , 
he should be asked to state the period over which he requires 
the search to be conducted and to pay search fees at the pres 
cribed rates. If the document is found without a search having 
to be conducted over the full period specified by the applicant, 
a proportionate refund of the search fees collected shall be 
made. 
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2. Search for the documents, etc., and grant of copies . 

A search shall be made for the documents applied for in 
the English Records , Trivandrum , Vernacular Records, Trivan 
drum or the Central Records, Ernakulam . as the case may be. 
If it is not found, a certificate to that effect should be furnished 
to the applicant. If the document is found , the applicant will 
not automatically be entitled to a copy or extract. Government 
will decide in each case whether or not copies of the document 
can be granted and this will depend on the contents of the docu 
ment itself, the general principle being that no copy will be 
granted of any document, official or demi-official, which is either 
of a confidential character or, in the opinion of Government of a 
nature which renders the grant of a copy injurious to the public 
interest. If Government decide not to grant copies, the appli 
cant will be informed accordingly. If, however, the decide to 
grant the copies and they are available in print they will be 
supplied on the payment of the cost of printing them , the amount 
being ascertained from the Superintendent ,Government Presses. 
When copies are not available in print, the applicant will be 
asked to send the requisite number of copy- stamped papers and / 
oz court- fee stamps and / or cash , on the scale indicated below : 

(a ) Where the documents are such as could be copied on 
copy -stamp papers, both sides of the copy -stamp paper should 
be used for typing or writing . A maximum of 175 words should 
be written or typed on the first embossed page of the copy 
stamp paper. The copying fee for this page will be five annas. 
By suitable ruling a maximum of 30 lines should be written or 
typed on the reverse side of the copy -stamped paper and a 
maximum of 240 words should be written or typed on that page 
at the rate of 8 words for each line. The copying fee to be 
charged for the reverse side will be as follows : 

When the number of words written or typed does not exceed 
175 — five annas. 

When the number of words written or typed exceeds 175- 
seven annas . 

When the reverse side of the copy- stamp paper is used , 
adhesive court- fee labels of the value of five or seven annas , 
as the case may be , should be affixed at the top right hand 
corner of that side and space should be left at the top left hand 
corner for the endorsement of the copyist. (For facility of 
calculation 24 lines should be taken to be equivalent to one 
page and, in the case of figures, 5 and 35 figures respectively 
should be taken to be equivalent to one word and one line) . 

(b ) In the case of statements or extracts from registers 
which are too large to be copied on two connected sheets of 
copy - stamped paper , a fee of five annas in court- fee stamps for 
every 175 words or fraction thereof. The applicant will in this 
case also be asked to furnish good paper suitable for making 
copies. 

(c) When owing to temporary shortage of copy- stamp 
papers, an applicant is not able to furnish the requisite number 
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of such papers, copies may be granted in plain paper affixed 
with proper court-ſee labels. The following procedure should be 
observed : 

( 1) The white paper to be used should be of a durable 
quality and of foolscap size . 

(2 ) The required quantity of white paper, as well as the 
requisite court-fee labels should be furnished by the parties 
themselves . 

( 3) Both the sides of the white paper should be used for 
transcribing copies. The number of words that can be tran 
seribed on either page will be subject to the following maxima 
(a ) First page 

175 words 
( b ) Reverse page 240 words. 
( 4 ) . The value of the court-fee labels to be affixed to the 
white paper will be as follows: 

(a ) When the first page of the paper alone is written 
Five annas. 

(b ) When the reverse of the paper is also written 

(i) for a maximum of 175 words on the reverse page 
5 annas more ; 

( ii ) for more words than 175 on the reverse page 
7 annas more for the whole of the reverse page ) 

(d ) (i) In the case ofmaps or plans, a reasonable fee 
in cash . When the copy -stamped papers, etc., are received , 
copies will be prepared expeditiously in the Record Officer 
concerned or, if necessary, as in the case ofmaps or plans by 
special arrangementsmade for the purpose by the department 
concerned . The copies will be certified as true copies by the 
Assistant or the Deputy Secretary of the departments con 
cerned . 

If, as a result of the document having been typed or copied 
doo closely , some of the sheets of copy -stamped paper received 
from the applicant remain unused , they will be sent to the 
District Treasury officer concerned . 

(ii) In cases ( a ) where the number of copy - stamped 
papers supplied by applicants is in excess of requirements, 
(b ) where an insufficient number of stamps is filed , but the 
parties fail to supply the additional number of stamps within 
a given period and (c ) where stamps are filed for copies or 
records which are not available in the office, the stamped papers 
should be returned to the panties concerned in the manner . 
prescribed in sub-paragraph (5) 

3. Members of the Union Parliament and of the T - C 
State Legislature who, during the period of office ,, require 
copies of documents for their use as Legislators will be exempt 
from the payment of all fees , etc., for this purpose and, if 
Government decide to let them have such ccpies, will be eutitled 
to have them furnished on plain paper. 
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4. A list of certified copies ready for delivery shall be 
posted on the notice board of the Secretariat and Record Offices 
and shall remain thereon for one week . The list should be 
prepared between 3 P. M. and. 4.30 P. M. each day and should 
state the number of the copy application and the name of the 
person to whom the copies are to be delivered. The list should 
be affixed to the notice board immediately after the office re 
opens the following day . After expiry of the period the list 
should be taken down and the copies remaining unclaimed , if 
any, should be sent to the applicantby post " Service unpaid " . 
in the manner prescribed in sub -paragraph (5) 

5. Applicants for copies of documents should not be 
asked to pay in advance the cost of despatch in the shape of 
ordinary postage stamps. Despatch under such stamps consti 
tute an irregularity under the postal rules. Certified copies of 
documents as well as any unused stamped papers (other than 
those falling under the last sentence of clause ( d ) (i) of sub 
paragraph (2) ) should be sent in envelopes superscribed 
" Certified copies - Service unpaid " or " Copy -stamped papers 
Service unpaid " or " Certified copies and copy- stamp papers 
Service unpaid " , as the case may be . 

In the event of any envelope being relurned undelivered 
the postage should be paid by the department concerned from 
its office contingencies. The cover and its contents should then 
be retained for two weeks so that, if the addressee appears and 
applies for the copies in person , they may be handed over to 
him after recovering the cost of the postage paid froin contin 
gencies. Ifhe does not so appear, the certified copies should be 
destroyed and a note of such destruction made in the remarks 
column of the copy application register against the item con 
cerned . The unused copy -stamp papers, if any , should then be 
sent to the District Treasury Officer concerned .

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 30 of the 
Minimum Wages Act 1948 , (Central Act XI of 1948) the 
Government of Travancore-Cochin hereby make the following 
further amendments to the Travancore- Cochin Minimum Wages 
Rules, 1951, the same having been previously published as 
required by the said Section , namely : 

AMENDMENT. 
In the said Rules 
1. For the existing Rule 22 the following shall be substi 
tuted namely : 
" 22. Display of notices - Notice in Form III -A containing 
(i) extracts from Act (Sections 11, 12 , 14 , 15, 16 , 17 

and 20) , and Rules (Chapter IV and Rules 27 , 28 

and 31 ) , 
(ii) the minimum rates of wages, and 
(iii) Name and address of the Inspector ; shall be dis 

played in English and in the language understood 
by the majority of the workers in the employment 
at such places as may be selected by the Inspector 
and shall be maintained in a clean and legible 

condition " . 
2. After Form III the following shall be inserted as Forin 
III -A , namely : 

FORM III - A . 
. ( See Rule 22 ) 

Notice . 
Extrat from the Act and Rules made thereunder. 

Extract from the Act . 
11. Wages in kind- ( 1 ) Minimum Wages payable under 
this Act shall be paid in cash . 

(2 ) Where it has been the custom to pay wages wholly 
or partly in kind, the appropriate Government being of the 
opinion that it is necessary in the circumstances of the case 
may , by notification in the official Gazette, authorise the pay 
ment of minimum wages either wholly or partly in kind. 

( 3 ) If the appropriate Government is of the opinion that 
provision should be made for the supply of essential commodi 
tics at concession rates, the appropriate Government rnay, by 
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notification in the official Gazette, authorise the provision of 
such supplies at concession rates. 

(4 ) The cash value of wages in kind and of concessions 
in respect of supplies of essential commodities at concession 
rates authorised under sub -sections ( 2 ) and ( 3 ) shall be esti 
mated in the prescribed manner. 
12. Payment of minimum rates of wages- ( 1 ) 

Where in 
respect of any scheduled employment a notification under 
section 5 or section 10 is in force, the employer shall pay to 
every employee engaged in a scheduled employment under him 
wages at a rate not less than the minimum rate of wages fixed 
by such notification for that class of employees in that employ 
ment without any deduction except as may be authorised within 
such time and subject to such conditions as may be pres 
cribed . 

( 2) Nothing contained in this section shall affect the 
provisions of the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 (IV of 1936 ). 

14. Overtime. (1 ) Where an employee, whose minimum 
rate of wages is fixed under this Act by the hour, by the day 
or by such a longer wage period as may be prescribed , works 
on any day in excess of the number of hours constituting a 
normal working day, the employer shall pay him for every 
hour or for part of an hour so worked in excess at the over 
time rate fixed under this Act or under any law of the appro 
priate Government for the time being in force, whichever is 
higher . 

( 2 ) Nothing in this Act shall prejudice the operation of 
the provisions of section 59 of the Factories Act, 1948 
(LXIII of 1948 ) in any case where those provisions are appli 
cable . 

15. Wages of worker who works for less than normal 
working day : If an employee whose minimum rate of wages 
has been fixed under this Act by the day works on any day 
on which he was employed for a period less than the requisite 
number of hours constituting a normal working day, he shall, 
şave as otherwise hereinafter provided, be entitled to receive 
wages in respect of work done by him on that day as if he had 
worked for a full normal working day : 

Provided, however, that he shall not be entitled to receive 
wages for a full normal working day 

( i) in any case where his failure to work is caused by 
his unwillingness to work and not by the omission of the 
employer to provide him with work , and 

(ii) in such other cases and circumstances as may be 
prescribed 

16. Wages for two or more classes of worlc : - Where an 
employee does two or more classes of work to each of which 
a different minimum rate of wages is applicable, the employer 
shall pay to such employee in respect of the time respectively 
occupied in each such class of work , wages at not less than 
the minimum rate in force in respect of each such class . 
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17. Minimum time rate wages for piece work- Where an 
employee is employed on piece work for which minimum time 
rate and not a minimum piece rate has been fixed under this 
Act, the employer shall pay to such employee wages at not 
less than the minimum time rate. 

20. Claims. ( 1 ) The appropriate Government may, by 
notification in the official Gazette, appoint any Commissioner 
for Workmen s Compensation or other officer which experience 
as a Judge of a Civil Court or as a stipendiary Magistrate to 
be the Authority to hear and decide for any specified area all 
claims arising out of payment of less than the minimum rates 
of wages to employees employed or paid in that area . 

(2 ) Where an employee is paid less than the minimum 
rates of wages fixed for his class of work under this Act, the 
employee himself or any legal practitioner or any official of a 
registered trade union authorised in writing to act on his 
behalf , or any Inspector, or any person acting with the per 
mission of this Authority appointed under sub -section ( 1) may 
apply to such Authority for a direction under sub -section ( 3 ) ; 

Provided that every such application shall be presented 
within six months from the date on which the minimum wages, 
became payable ; 

Provided further that any application may be admitted 
after the said period of six months when the applicant satisfied 
the Authority that he had sufficient cause for not making the 
application within such period. 

( 3) When any application under sub -section (2 ) is enter 
tained , the Authority shall hear the applicant and the employer 
or give them an opportunity of being heard , and after such 
further inquiry if any as it may consider necessary , may, 
without prejudice to any other penalty to which the employer 
may be liable under this Act, direct the payment to the 
employee of the amount by which the minimum wages payable 
to him exceed the amount actually paid , together with the 
payment of such compensation as the Authority may think fit , 
not exceeding ten times the amount of such excess and the 
Authority may direct payment of such compensation in cases 
where the excess is paid by the employer to the employee be 
fore the disposal of the application . 

(4 ) If the Authority hearing any application under this 
section is satisfied that it was either malicious or vexatious, 
it may direct that a penalty not exceeding fifty rupees be paid 
to the employer by the person presenting the application . 

(5 ) Any amount directed to be paid under this section 
may be recovered 

(a ) if the Authority is a Magistrate, by the Authority 

as if it were a fine imposed by the Authority as a 

Magistrate, or 
(b ) if the Authority is not a Magistrate, by any Magi 

strate to whom the Authority makes application 
in this behalf, as if it were a fine imposcel by such 


(6 ) Every direction of the Authority under this section 
shall be final. 

( 7 ). Every Authority appointed under sub-section ( 1 ) 
shall have all the powers of the Civil Court under the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908 ( V of 1908 ) , for the purpose of taking 
evidence and of enforcing the attendance of witnesses and 
compelling the production of documents, and every such 
Authority shall be deemed to be a Civil Court for all the pur 
poses of section 195, and Chapter XXXV of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1898 ( V of 1898) . 


Extract from the Rules. 

CHAPTER IV . 


Computation and payment of Wages , Hours of work and 
Holidays - 

20. Mode of computation of the cash value of wages. 
The retail prices at the nearest market shall be taken into 
account in computing the cash value of wages paid in kind and 
of essential commodities supplied at concession rates. This 
computation shall be made in accordance with such directions 
as may be issued by the Government from time to time. 

21. Time and conditions of payment of wages and the 
deductions permissible from wages -- ( 1 ) 

(i) The wage period with respect to any scheduled 
employement for which wages have been fixed shall not exceed 
one month and the wages of a worker in such employment 
shall be paid on a working day 

( a ) in the case of establishments in which less than 
one thousand persons are employed , before the expiry of the 
seventh day, and 

(b ) in the case of other establishments, before the 
expiry of the tenth day after the last day of the wage period in 
respect of which the wages are payable . 

(ii) Where the employment of any person is termi 
nated by or on behalf of the employer, the wages earned by 
him shall be paid before the expiry of the second working day 
after the day on which his employment is terminated ; 

( iii) The wages of an employed person shall be paid 
to him without deduction of any kind except those authorised 
by or under these rules . 

Explanation - Every payment made by the employed -per 
son to the employer or his agent shall, for the purpose of 
these rules, be deemed to be a deduction from wages . 

(2 ) Deductions from the wages of a person employed in 
a scheduled employment shall be of one or more of the follow 
ing kinds, namely : 

(i) Fines in respect of such acts and omissions on the 
part of the employed persons as may be specified by the 
Government by general or special order in this behalf. 
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( ii) deductions for absence from duty ; 

( iii) deduction for damage to or loss of goods ex 
pressly entrusted to the employed person for custody, or for 
loss of money for which he is required to account, where such 
damage or loss is directly attributable to his neglect or de 
fault ; 

( iv ) deductions for house accommodation supplied by 
the employer ; 

( v ) deductions for such amenities and services sup 
plied by the employer as the Government, may, by general or 
special order authorise 

Explanation – The words amenities and services in this 
clause do not include the supply of tools and protectives 
required for the purposes of employment; 

(vi) deductions for recovery of advances or for adjust 
ment of over-payments of wages : 

Provided that such advances do not exceed an amount 
equal to wages for two calendar months of the employed person 
and, in no case, shall the monthly instalment of deduction exceed 
one -fourth of the wages earned in that month . 

( vii) deductions of income tax payable by the employed 
person ; 

( viii) deductions required to be made by order of a 
court or other competent authority ; 

( ix ) deductions for subscriptions to , and for repayınent 
of advances from any Provident Fund to which the Provident 
Funds Act, 1925 , ( Central Act XIX of 1925 ) applies or any 
recognised Provident Fund as defined in Section 58 A of the 
Indian Income Tax Act, 1922 , or any Provident Fund approved 
in this behalf by the Government during the continuance of 
such approval; 

* (x ) deductions for payment to Co-operative Societies 
or to a Scheme of Insurance approved by the Government. 

(3 ) Any person desiring to impose a fine on an employed 
person or to make a deduction for damage or loss caused by 
him shall explain to him personally and also in writing the act or 
omission or the damage or loss in respect of which the fine or 
deduction is proposed to be imposed or made and give liim an 
opportunity to offer any explanation in the presence of another 
person . The amount of the said fine or deduction shall also be 
intimated to him . 

( 4 ) The amount of fine or deduction mentioned in sub 
rule ( 3 ) shall be such as may be specified by the Government. 
All such deductions, and all realisation thereof shall be recorded 
in a register maintained in Forms I, II and III, as the case may 
be. A return in Form III shall be submitted annually by the 
employer : 

Provided that, if the Inspector is of opinion that any muster 
roll or register maintained as part of the routine of an establish 
ment gives in respect of any or all the employed persons in that 
establishmnt the particulars required in the form prescribed 
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under this sub-rule he may, by order in writing direct that such 
roll or register shall to the corresponding extent be maintained 
in place of and be treated as the register of that establishment 
required to be maintained under this sub -rule . 

(5 ) The amount of fine imposed under sub-rule (3 ) shall be 
utilised only for such purposes beneficial to the employees as 
are approved by the Government. 

(6 ) Nothing in this rule shall be deemed to affect the 
provisions of the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 ( Central Act 
IV of 1936 ) . 

21. A. If an employee is engaged in a work of such a nature 
that the duration of the work per day will not ordinarily ex 
tend to the duration prescribed under these Rules for a normal 
working day, the wages that shall be payable to such an 
employee shall be in the proportion which the number of hours 
he is actually working per day in such work bears to the number 
of working hours prescribed for normal working day. 

22. Publicity to the minimum wage fixed under the Act : 
Notices containing the minimum rates of wages fixed together 
with extracts from the Act, the rules made thereunder and the 
Name and Address of the Inspector shall be displayed in . 
English and in the language understood by the majority of the 
workers in the employment at such place as may be selected 
by the Inspector and shall be maintained in a clean and legible 
condition . 

23. Weekly Holidays— ( 1 ) Unless otherwise permitted by 
the Government, no worker shall be required or allowed to work 
in a Scheduled employment, on the first day of the week (here 
inafter referred to as to the said day) , except when he has or 
will have a holiday for the whole day on one of the five days 
immediately before or after the said day for which he shall 
receive payment equal to his average daily wages during the 
preceding week : 

Provided that the weekly holiday may be substituted by 
another day : 

Provided further that no substitution shall be made which 
will result in any worker working for more than ten days 
consecutively without a holiday for a whole day. 

( 2 ) Where in accordance with the provision of sub -rule 
( 1) , any worker works on the said day and has had a holiday 
on one of the five days immediately preceding it, the said day 
shall, for the purposes of calculating his weekly hours of work , 
be included in the preceding week 

Explanation :--For the purposes of this rule week shall 
mean a period of seven days beginning at mid -night on Satur 
day night. 

24. Number of hours work which shall constitute a normal 
working day :-(1) The number of hours which shall constitute 
a normal working day shall be 

( a ) in the case of an adult , 9 hours ; 

(b ) in the case of a child , 44 hours . 

( 2 ) The period of work of an adult worker each day shall 
be so fixed that no period shall exceed five hours and that no 
worker shall work for more than five hours before he has bad 
an interval for rest of at least half an hour . 
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( 3) The periods of work of an adult worker shall be so 
arranged that inclusive of his intervals for rest under sub -rule 
(2 ) , they shall not spread over more than ten and a half hours 
in any day : 

Provided that the Inspector may, for reasons to be specified 
in writing, increase the spreadover to twelve hours. 

( 4 ) The number of hours of work in the case of an adoles 
cent shall be the same as that of an adult or a child according 
as he is certified to work as an adult or a child by a competent 
medical practitioner approved by the Government . 

( 5 ) The provisions of sub -rules ( 1 ) to ( 4 ) shall, in the 
case of workers in agricultural employment, be subject to such 
modifications as may, from time to time, be notified by the 
Government. 

(6 ) No child shall be employed or permitted to work for 
more than 412 hours on any day. 

( 7) Nothing in this rule shall be deerned to affect the 
provisions of the Factories Act, 1948. 

25. Extra wages for overtime- ( 1 ) When a worker works 
in an employment for more than nine hours on any day ur for 
more than forty eight hours in any week , he shall, in respect 
of overtimework , be entitled to wages- 

(a ) in the case of employment in Agriculture, at one 
and a half time the ordinary rate of wages 

(b ) in the case of any other scheduled employment, at 
double the ordinary rate of wages. 

Explanation - The expression ordinary rate of wages 
means the basic wages plus such allowances including the cash 
equivalent of the advantages accruing through the concessional 
sale to the person employed of food grains and other articles 
as the person employed is for the time being entitled to but does 
not include a bonus. 

( 2 ) A register showing overtime payments shall be kept 
in Form IV : 

Provided that if the Inspector is of opinion that any muster 
roll or register maintained as part of the routine of an esta 
blishment gives in respect of any or all the employed persons 
in that establishment the particulars required in the form 
prescribed under this sub-rule , he may , by order in writing, 
direct that such muster roll or register shall to the correspond 
ing extent be maintained in place of and be treated as the 
overtime Register for workers in that establishment. 

( 3 ) Nothing in this rule shall be deemed to affect the 
provisions of the Factories Act, 1948. 

26. - Form of registers and reports- ( 1 ) A register of Wages 
shall be maintained by every employer and kept in such form 
as may be notified by the Government and shall include the 
following particulars : 

( a ) The gross wages of each person employed for each 

wage period ; 
(b ) all deductions made from wages, with an indication , 

in each case, of the kinds of deduction mentioned 

in sub -rule (2 ) of Rule 21 ; 
( c) the wages actually paid to each person employed for 

each wage period and the date of payment. 
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( 2 ) Wage slips containing the aforesaid particulars and 
such other particulars as may be notified by the Government 
shall be issued by every employer to every person employed 
by him at least a day prior to the disbursement of wages. 

(3 ) Every employer shall get the signature or the thumb 
impression of every person employed on the wages book and 
wage slip . 

(4 ) Entries in the wage books and wage slips shall be 
authenticated by the Employer or any person authorised by him 
in this behalf. 

(5 ) A Muster Roll shall be maintained by every employer 
and kept in Form V : 

Provided that if the Inspector is of opinion that any muster 
roll or register maintained as part of the routine of an 
establishment gives in respect of any or all the employed per 
sons in that establishment the particulars required in the forms 
prescribed under this sub -rule he may by order in writing direct 
that such muster roll or register shail to the corresponding 
extent be maintained in place of and be treated as the muster 
roll of workers in that establishment. 

27. Application - An application under sub -section (2 ) of 
Section 20 or sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 21 by or on behalf of 
an employed person or group of employed persons , shall be 
made in duplicate in Forms VI, and VII, as the case may be . 

28 . Authorisation - The authorisation to act on behalf of an 
employed person or persons, under sub -section (2 ) of Section 20 
or of sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 21 shall be given in Form 
VIII by an instrument which shall be presented to the Autho 
rity hearing the application and shall form part of the 
record . 

31. Court fees - The Court fee payable in respect of pro 
ceedings under Section 19 shall be 

(i) for every application to summon a witness - One 

rupee in respect of each witness ; 
(ii) for every application made by or on behalf of an 

individual- One rupee : 
Provided that the Authority may, if in its opinion , the 
applicant is a pauper exempt him wholly or partly from the 
payment of such fees ; 

Provided further that no fee shall be chargeable . 

( a ) from persons employed in Agriculture; or 
(b ) in respect of an application made by an Inspector.

THE RESERVE BANK OF INDIA (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1956 . 
( 38 of 1956 ) 

AN 

ACT 
further to amend the Reserve Bank of India Act , 1934 . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Reserve Bank of India (Amendment) Act, 1956 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
appoint, and different dates may be appointed for different 
provisions of this Act. 

2. Amendment of section 19.- In section 19 of the Re 
serve Bank of India Act, 1934 ( 2 of 1934 ) (hereinafter referred 
to as the principal Act ) , after the figures " 18 " , the figures 
" 42" shall be inserted . 

3. Amendment of section 33.- In section: 33 of the prin 
cipal Act, 

( a ) for sub - section (2 ), the following sub-section shall 
be substituted, namely : 

" ( 2 ) Of the total amount of the assets , the amount 
of gold coin or gold bullion and the amount of foreign 
securities shall not at any time be less than one 
hundred and fifteen crores of rupees and four hundred 
crores of rupees respectively in value." ; 

( b ) in sub-section (4 ) , for the figures " 8.47512" , the 
figures " 2.88 " shall be substituted . 
4. Substitution of new section for section 37.- For section 
37 of the principal Act , the following section shall be substi 
tuted, namely : 

" 37. Suspension of assets requirements as to foreign 
securities.- Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
foregoing provisions, the Bank may, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, for periods not 
- exceeding six months in the first instance, which may, 

with the like sanction , be extended from time to time by 
periods not exceeding three months at a time, hold as 
assets foreign securities of less amount in value than 
that required by sub-section ( 2 ) of section 33 : 
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Provided that the amount of foreign securities so held 
shall not at any time be less than three hundred crores 

of rupees in value." . 
5. Amendment of section 42.- In section 42 of the prin 
cipal Act, 

(a ) for sub-section ( 1 ) , the following sub-sections 
shall be substituted, namely : 

" ( 1 ) Every bank included in the Second Schedule 
shall maintain with the Bank an average daily balance 
the amount of which shall not be less than five per 
cent of the demand liabilities and two per cent of the 
time liabilities in India of such bank as shown in the 
return referred to in sub - section ( 2 ) : 

Provided that the Bank may, by notification in the 
Gazette of India , increase the said rates to such higher 
rates as may be specified in the notification 

SO how 
ever, that the rate shall not be more than twenty per 
cent, in the case of demand liabilities and more than 
eight per cent, in the case of time liabilities.. 
Explanation.- For the purposes of this section - 

( a ) average daily balance shall mean the average 
of the balances held at the close of business on each 
day of a week ; 

(b ) week shall mean the period from Saturday 
to the following Friday, both days inclusive; 

(c ) liabilities shall not include the paid -up capital 
or the reserves, or any credit balance in the profit 
and loss account of the bank or the amount of any 
loan taken from the Bank , the State Bank , or any 
other bank notified by the Central Government in this 
behalf . 

( 1A ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub 
section ( 1 ) , the Bank may, by notification in the 
Gazette of India , direct that every scheduled bank 
shall, with effect from such date as may be specified in 
the notification , maintain with the Bank , in addition 
to the balance prescribed by or under sub - section ( 1 ) , 
an additional average daily balance the amount of 
which shall not be less than the rates specified in the 
notification , such additional balance being calculated 
with reference to the excess of the demand and time 
liabilities of the bank as shown in the return referred 
to in sub -section ( 2 ) over its demand and time liabili 
ties at the close of business on the date specified in the 
notification as shown by such return so however, that 
the additional balance shall, in no case , be more than 
such excess : 
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Provided that nothing in this sub - section shall make 
it necessary for any scheduled bank to maintain with 
the Bank any balance which shall be more than twenty 
per cent of its demand liabilities and eight per cent of 
its time liabilities as shown in the return referred to 
in sub -section ( 2 ) . 

( 1B ) Where any scheduled bank maintains, in pursu 
ance of a notification issued under the proviso to sub 
section ( 1 ) or under sub -section (1A ) , any balance 
with the Bank the amount of which is not less than 
that required to be maintained by such notification , 
the Bank may pay to the scheduled bank interest at 
such rate or rates as may be determined by the Bank 
from time to time on the amount by which such balance 
actually maintained is in excess of the balance which 
the scheduled bank would have to maintain , if no such 
notification was issued : 

Provided that no interest shall be payable on any 
such amount actually maintained as is in excess of the 
balance required to be maintained by or under sub 
section ( 1 ) or under sub- section (1A ) ." ; 

(b ) for sub -section ( 3 ) , the following sub -section shall 
be substituted , namely : 

" ( 3 ) If the average daily balance held at the Bank 
by a scheduled bank during any week is below the 
minimum prescribed by or under sub -section ( 1 ) or 
sub -section (1A ) , such scheduled bank shall be liable 
to pay to the Bank in respect of that week penal inter 
est at a rate of three per cent above the bank rate on 
the amount by which such balance with the Bank 
falls short of the prescribed minimum , and if during 
the next succeeding week , such average daily balance 
is still below the prescribed minimum , the rates of penal 
interest shall be increased to a rate of five per cent 
above the bank rate in respect of that week and each 
subsequent week during which the default continues 
on the amount by which such balance at the Bank falls 
short of the prescribed minimum " : 

(c ) in sub-section ( 3A ) , for the portion commencing 
with the words " if thereafter on the day fixed for the 
next return " and ending with the words " receiving after 
the said day any fresh deposit" , the following shall be 
substituted, namely : 

" if thereafter the average daily balance held at the 
Bank during the next succeeding week is still below 
the prescribed minimum , 

(a ) every director, manager or secretary of the 
scheduled bank, who is knowingly and wilfully a 
party to the default, shall be punishable with fine 


which may extend to five hundred rupees and with a 
further fine which may extend to five hundred rupees 
for each subsequent week during which the default 
continues, and 

(b ) the Bank may prohibit the scheduled bank 
from receiving after the said week any. fresh 

deposit," . 
6. Amendment of section 46A.- In clause (b ) of sub 
section (2 ) of section 46A of the principal Act, 

(a ) the words " for agricultural purposes " . shall be 
omitted ; and 
• (b ) after the words " by the Bank " , the words " and 
such loans and advances may be made for agricultural 
purposes or for such other purposes connected with the 
agricultural activities as the Central Board may , from 
time to time, by regulation or otherwise, determine" 

shall be inserted .

2. Amendment of section 435.- In sub -section ( 1 ) of 
section 435 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (5 of 
1898 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act ) , after 
the words " any sentence" , the words " or order " . shall be in 
serted . 

3. Amendment of section 438.- In sub-section ( 1 ) of 
section 438 of the principal Act, 

( a ) after the words " a sentence" , the words " or an 
order " shall be inserted ; and 

( b ) after the words " such sentence" , the words "or 
order " shall be inserted. 
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THE BIHAR AND WEST BENGAL ( TRANSFER OF 

TERRITORIES) ACT, 1956 .

An Act to privide for the transfer of certain territories from 

Bihar to West Bengal and for matters, connected there 
with . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 


PART I. 


PRELIMINARY. 
1. Short title . This Act may be called the Bihar and 
West Bengal ( Transfer of Territories ) Act, 1956 . 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) " appointed day " means the 1st day of November , 
1956 ; 

(b ) " article " means an article of the Constitution ; 

( c) " assembly constituency ", " council constituency " 
and " parliamentary constituency " have the same mean 
ings as in the Representation of the People Act, 1950 (43 
of 1950 ) ; 

( d ) " Élection Commission " means the Election Com 
mission appointed by the President under article 324 ; 

( e ) " law " includes any enactment, ordinance, regula 
tion , order, bye-law , rule, scheme, notification 

or other 
instrument having the force of law in the whole or in 
any part of Bihar or West Bengal; 

( f ) " notified order" means an order published in the 
Official Gazette ; 

( g ) " population ratio " means such ratio as the Central 
Government may, by notified order, specify to be the 
ratio between the population as ascertained at the last 
census of the State of Bihar excluding the transferred 
territories and the population as so ascertained of the 
transferred territories ; 

( h ) " prescribed" means prescribed by rules made 
under this Act ; 

( i) " sitting member " in relation to either House of 
Parliament or of the Legislature of a State means a per 
son who , immediately before the appointed day , is a mem 
ber of that House ; 

(j) " transferred territories" means the territories 
transferred from the State of Bihar to the State of West 
Bengal by section 3 ; 

( k ) " treasury " includes a sub -treasury . 
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PART II. 


TRANSFER OF TERRITORIES , 
3. Transfer of territories from Bihar to West Bengal. 
( 1 ) As from the appointed day, there shall be added to the 
State of West Bengal the territories which on the 1st day of 
March, 1956 were comprised in 

(a ) that portion of Kishanganj sub -division of Purnea 
district which lies to the east of the boundary line demar 
cated in accordance with the provisions of sub -section (2 ) 
by an authority appointed in this behalf by the Central 
Government and that portion of Gopalpurthana of the 
said district which lies to the east or north , as the case 
may be , of the said boundary line ; and 

( b ) Purulia sub -division of Manbhum district, exclud 
ing_Chas thana, Chandil thana and Patamda police station 

of Barabhum thana ; 
and the said territories shall thereupon cease to form part of 
the State of Bihar . 

( 2 ) The boundary line referred to in sub-section ( 1 ) shall 
be so demarcated as to be generally two hundred yards to the 
west of the highway in Purnea district connecting Dalkola , 
Kishanganj and Chopra with Siliguri in Darjeeling district 
and two hundred yards to the south or south -west of the high 
way in Purnea district connecting Dalkola and Karandighi 
with Raiganj in West Dinajpur district : 

Provided that the boundary line shall be so demarcated 
as not to cut across any village or town : 

Provided further that from the point where the first 
mentioned highway meets the southern boundary of Kishan 
ganj municipality to the point where it leaves the northern 
boundary of that municipality, the boundary line shall be the 
same as the boundary of that municipality on the east. 

( 3 ) The territory specified in clause ( a ) of sub-section 
( 1 ) shall be included in , and form part of, Darjeeling district , 
and the territory specified in clause (b ) of that sub - section 
shall form a separate district to be known as Purulia district 
within Burdwan division of the State of West Bengal. 

( 4 ) Nothing in sub -section ( 3 ) shall be deemed to affect 
the power of the State Government to alter after the appoint 
ed day the name, extent and boundaries of any district or 
division in the State of West Bengal. 

4. Amendment of First Schedule to the Constitution . - 
As from the appointed day, in the First Schedule to the Con 
stitution , in Part A , in the description of the territories 

of 
States , 

( a ) after the paragraph relating to the territory of 
the State of Assam , the following paragraphs shall be 
inserted, namely : 

" The territory of the State of Bihar shall comprise 
the territories which immediately before the commence 
ment of this Constitution were either comprised in the 
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Province of Bihar or were being administered as if they 
formed part of that Province, but shall not include the 
territories specified in sub- section ( 1) of section 3 of 
the Bihar and West Bengal ( Transfer of Territories) 
Act, 1956 . 

The territory of the State of West Bengal shall com 
prise the territories which immediately before the 
commencement of this Constitution were either com 
prised in the Province of West Bengal or were being 
administered as if they formed part of that Province 
and the territory of Chandernagore as defined in clause 
(c ) of section 2 of the Chandernagore (Merger ) Act, 
1954, and also the territories specified in sub -section 
( 1 ) of section 3 of the Bihar and West Bengal ( Trans 
fer of Territories ) Act, 1956." ; 

( b ) in the last paragraph , the words, brackets , letter 
and figures " and in the case of the State of West Bengal, 
shall also comprise the territory of Chandernagore as 
defined in clause (c ) of section 2 of the Chandernagore 
(Merger ) Act, 1954," shall be omitted.

REPRESENTATION IN THE LEGISLATURES . 

Council of States. 
5. Amendment of Fourth Schedule to the Constitution. 
As from the appointed day, in the Fourth Schedule to the 
Constitution , in the Table of Seats, for the entries in the 
second column relating to Bihar and West Bengal, the entries 
" 22 " and " 16 " shall , respectively, be substituted . 

6. Bye -elections to fill vacancies in the Council of States. 
As soon as may be after the appointed day, bye-elections 
shall be held to fill the vacancies existing on that day in the 
seats allotted to Bihar and West Bengal. 

7. Term of office of members of the Council of States. 
In order that, as nearly as may be, one- third of the members 
of the Council of States may retire on the 2nd day of April , 
1958 , and on the expiration of every second year thereafter, 
the President shall, after consultation with the Election Com 
mission , make by order such provisions as he thinks fit in 
regard to the terms of office of the members elected under 
section 6 . 

House of the People . 
8. Provision as to existing House of the People. - Nothing 
in section 3 shall be deemed to affect the extent of the consti 
tuency of any sitting member of the existing House of the 
People from Bihar. 


Legislative Assemblies. 
9. Allocation of certain sitting members of the Bihar 
Legislative Assembly . The sitting members of the Legisla 
tive Assembly of Bihar representing the Thakurganj, Karan 
dighi, Para-cum -Chas and Barabazar - cum -Chandil constituencies 
shall, notwithstanding the reduction in the extent of those 
constituencies by the transfer of portions thereof to West 
Bengal, continue to be members of the Legislative Assembly 
of Bihar ; and the sitting members of that Assembly represent 
ing any other constituency lying wholly or partly in the trans 
ferred territories shall, as from the appointed day, be deemed 
to have been elected to the Legislative Assembly of West 
Bengal and cease to be members of the Legislative Assembly 
of Bihar. 

10. Duration of Legislative Assemblies of Bihar and West 
Bertgal. The changes in the composition of the Legislative 
Assemblies of Bihar and West Bengal under section 9 shall 
not affect their duration as provided in clause ( 1 ) of article

Legislative Councils. 
11. Bihar Legislative Council. ( 1 ) Any reference in the 
Delimitation of Council Constituencies (Bihar ) Order, 1951, 
to the State of Bihar, Bhagalpur division or Chota Nagpur 
division shall be construed as excluding the transferred terri 
tories from that State or division , as the case may be . 

( 2 ) Every sitting member of the Legislative Council of 
Bihar representing a council constituency the extent of which 
is altered by virtue of sub - section ( 1 ) shall, as from the 
appointed day, be deemed to have been elected to the said 
Council by that constituency as so altered . 

12. West Bengal Legislative Council.- ( 1) Any reference 
in the Delimitation of Council Constituencies (West Bengal) 
Order , 1951, to the State of West Bengal, Burdwan . division 
or Darjeeling district shall be construed as including the 
transferred territories to that State, division or district, as 
the-case may be. 

( 2 ) In the Table appended to the said Order, in the entry 
in the second column , against West Bengal West (Graduates ) 
Constituency, after the word " Bankura" , the word " Purulia " 
shall be inserted. 

( 3 ) Every sitting member of the Legislative Council of 
West Bengal representing a council constituency the extent 
of which is altered by virtue of sub -section ( 1 ) or sub - section 
(2 ) shall, as from the appointed day, be deemed to have been 
elected to the said Council by that constituency as so altered . 

Delimitation of Constituencies. 
13. Allocation of seats in the House of the People and 
assignment of seats to State Legislative Assemblies. The 
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number of seats in the House of the People allotted to Bihar 
and to West Bengal and the number of seats assigned to the 
Legislative Assembly of each of those States by order of the 
Delimitation Commission under the Delimitation Commission 
Act, 1952, (81 of 1952 ) shall be modified as follows:

14. Modification of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Orders. As soon as may be after the commencement 
of this Act, the President may, by notified order, make such 
modifications in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes ) Order , 
1950 , and the Constitution ( Scheduled Tribes ) Order, 1950, 
as he thinks fit , having regard to the transfer of territories 
effected by section 3. 

15. Determination of population of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. ( 1 ) After the said Orders have been so 
modified , the population as at the last census of the scheduled 
castes and of the scheduled tribes in Bihar and West Bengal 
shall be ascertained or estimated by the census authority in 
such manner as may be prescribed and shall be notified by 
that authority in the Gazette of India . 

( 2 ) The population figures so notified shall be taken to 
be the relevant population figures as ascertained at the last 
census and shall supersede any figures previously published . 

16. Delimitation of constituencies.- ( 1 ) As soon as may 
be after the commencement of this Act, the Central Govern 
ment shall, by notified order, appoint an authority 

(a ) to determine on the basis of the population figures 
notified under section 15 the number of seats to be re 
served for the scheduled castes and the scheduled tribes 
of Bihar and of West Bengal in the House of the People 
and in the Legislative Assembly of each of those States, 
having regard to the relevant provisions of the Consti 
tution and of this Act; and 

( b ) to revise to such extent as may be necessary or 
expedient, having regard to the said provisions, the 
orders of the Delimitation Commission made under sec 
tion 8 of the Delimitation Commission Act, 1952, (81 of 
1952) with respect to Bihar and West Bengal. 

( 2 ) The said authority shall perform its functions in 
such manner and shall follow such procedure, as may be 
prescribed .

HIGH COURTS . 


17. Extension of jurisdiction of, and transfer of procccd 
ings to, Calcutta High Court.- (1) Except as hereinafter 
provided, - 
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( a ) the jurisdiction of the High Court at Calcutta 
shall , as from the appointed day, extend to the transfer 
red territories; and 

( b ) the High Court at Patna shall, as from that day, 
have no jurisdiction in respect the transferred terri 
tories. 

(2 ) Such proceedings pending in the High Court at 
Patna immediately before the appointed day as are certified by

proceedings seek any relief in respect of any order passed 
by the High Court at Patna before the appointed day : 

Provided that if , after such proceedings have been enter 
tained by the High Court at Patna, it appears to the Chief 
Justice of that High Court that they ought to be transferred 
to the High Court at Calcutta , he shall order that they shall 
be so transferred , and such proceedings shall thereupon be 
transferred accordingly . 

( 4 ) Any order made by the High Court at Patna 

(a ) before the appointed day in any proceedings trans 
ferred to the High Court at Calcutta by virtue of sub 
section ( 2 ) or 

(b ) in any proceedings with respect to which the High 
Court at Patna retains jurisdiction by virtue of sub 

section ( 3 ) , 
shall, for all purposes, have effect , not only as an order of 
the High Court at Patna, but also as an order made by the 
High Court at Calcutta . 

18. Right to appear in any proceedings transferred to Cal 
cutta High Court.- Any person who immediately before 
the appointed day is an advocate entitled to practise in the 
High Court at Patna and was authorised to appear in any 
proceedings transferred from that High Court to the High 
Court at Calcutta under section 17 shall have the right to 
appear in the High Court at Calcutta in relation to those pro 
ceedings. 

19. Interpretation . For the purposes of sections 17 and 
18 , 

( a ) proceedings shall be deemed to be pending in the 
High Court at Patna until that Court has disposed of all 
issues between the parties , including any issues with 
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respect to the taxation of the costs of the proceedings 
and shall include appeals, applications for leave to appeal 
to the Supreme Court, applications for review , petitions 
for revision and petitions for writs ; 

(b ) references to a High Court shall be construed as 
including references to a Judge or division court thereof , 
and references to an order made by a court or a Judge 
shall be construed as including references to a sentence, 
judgment or decree passed or made by that court or 
Judge. 


PART V. 
AUTHORISATION OF EXPENDITURE . 


20. Appropriation of moneys for expenditure in transferred 
Appropriation Acts.- ( 1 ) As from the appointed day, any 
Act passed by the Legislature of West Bengal before that day 
for the appropriation of any money out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State to meet any expenditure in respect of any 
part of the financial year 1956-57 shall have effect also in 
relation to the transferred territories, and it shall be lawful 
for the State Government to spend any amount in those terri 
tories out of the amount authorised by such Act to be ex 
pended for any service in that State. 

( 2 ) The Governor of West Bengalmay , after the appoint 
ed day, authorise such expenditure from the Consolidated 
Fund of the State as he deems necessary for any purpose or 
service in the transferred territories for any period not 
extending beyond the 31st day of March , 1957. 

21. Distribution of revenues. Section 3 of the Union 
Duties of Excise (Distribution ) Act, 1953, ( 3 of 1953 ) and 
paragraphs 3, 4 and 5 of the Constitution (Distribution of 
Revenues) Order , 1953, shall, in respect of the financial year 
1956-57 have effect subject to such modifications as the Pre 
sedent may, by notified order , specify having regard to the 
transfer of territories effected by Section 3 of this Act . 


PART VI. 


APPORTIONMENT OF ASSETS AND LIABILITIES . 


22. Land and goods.- ( 1 ) Subject to the other provisions 
of this part, all land and all stores , articles and other goods 
in the transferred territories belonging to the State of Bihar 
shall, as from the appointed day , pass to the State of West 
Bengal. 

( 2 ) Any unissued stores of any class in Bihar shall be 
divided between West Bengal and Bihar in proportion to the 
total indents for stores of that class made in the period of 
three years ending with the 31st day of March , 1956, for the 
transferred territories and for the rest of Bihar, 
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Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall apply to 
stores held for specific purposes such as use or utilisation in 
particular institutions, workshops or undertakings or on 
particular works under construction . 

(3 ) In this section, the expression " land" includes im 
movable property of every kind and any rights in or over such 
property and the expression " goods” does not include coins, 
bank notes and currency notes . 

23. Treasury and bank balances. The total of the cash 
balances in all treasuries of Bihar and the credit balances of 
Bihar with the Reserve Bank of India immediately before the 
appointed day shall be divided between that State and West 
Bengal according to the population ratio : 

Provided that for the purposes of such division , there shall 
be no transfer of cash balances from any treasury to any other 
treasury and the apportionment shall be effected by adjusting 
the credit balances of Bihar and West Bengal in the books of 
the Reserve Bank of India on the appointed day. 

24. Arrears of taxes. The right of Bihar to recover arrears 
of any tax or duty on property situate in the transferred terri 
tories, including land revenue, shall belong to West Bengal and 
the right of Bihar to recover arrears of any other tax or duty 
in any case where the place of assessment of that tax or duty 
is in the transferred territories shall also belong to West Bengal. 

25. Right to recover loans and advances . The right to 
recover any loans or advances made before the appointed day 
by Bihar to any local body , society , agriculturist or other person 
in the transferred territories shall belong to West Bengal. 

26. Credits in certain funds. The investments in the cash 
balance investments account, the famine relief fund and the 
general fund of Bihar and the sums at the credit of Bihar in 
the central road fund shall be divided between Bihar and West 
Bengal according to the population ratio ; and the investments 
in any special fund the objects of which are confined to the 
transferred territories or any part thereof shall pass to West 
Bengal. 

27. Assets and liabilities of State undertakings . ( 1 ) The 
assets and liabilities relating to any commercial or industrial 
undertaking of Bihar located in the transferred territories shall 
pass to West Bengal. 

(2 ) Where a depreciation reserve fund is maintained by 
Bihar for any such commercial or industrial undertaking, the 
securities held in respect of investments made from that fund 
shall also pass to West Bengal. 

28. Public debt. ( 1 ) The public debt of Bihar attributable 
to loans raised by the issue of Government securities and out 
standing with the pul lic immediately before the appointed day 
shall continue to be the debt of Bihar : 
Provided that 

( a ) West Bengal shall be liable to pay to Bihar a share 
of the sums due from time to time for the servicing and 
repayment of the public debt; and 
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(b ) for the purpose of determining the said share, the 
said debt shall be deemed to be divided between Bihar and 
West Bengal as if it were a debt referred to in sub- section 
( 2 ) . 

(2 ) The public debt of Bihar attributable to loans taken 
from the Central Government, the Reserve Bank of India or any 
other bank before the appointed day shall be divided between 
Bihar and West Bengal in proportion to the total expenditure 
on all capital works and other capital outlays incurred up to 
the appointed day in the territories of Bihar excluding the 
transferred territories and in the transferred territories, res 
pectively : 

Provided that for the purposes of such division , only 
expenditure on assets for which capital accounts have been 
kept shall be taken into account. 

( 3 ) .Where a sinking fund or depreciation fund is main 
tained by Bihar for the repayment of any loan raised by it, 
the securities held in respect of investments made from that : 
fund shall be divided between Bihar and West Bengal in the 
same proportion as the public debt referred to in sub-section 
( 2 ) . 

(4 ) In this section , the expression " Government security " 
means a security created and issued for the purpose of raising 
a public loan and having any of the forms specified or prescribed 
under clause ( 2 ) of section 2 of the Public Debt Act, 1944. 
(18 of 1944 ) 

29. Refund of taxes collected in excess. The liability of 
Bihar to refund any tax or duty on property situate in the 
transferred territories, including land revenue, collected in 
excess shall be the liability of West Bengal and the liability 
of Bihar to refund any other tax or duty collected in excess 
in any case where the place of assessment of that tax or duty 
is in the transferred territories shall also be the liability of 
West Bengal. 

30. Deposits. The liability of Bihar in respect of any civil 
deposit or local fund deposit made in the transferred territories 
shall, as from the appointed day, be the liability ofWest Bengal. 

31. Provident Funds. The liability of Bihar in respect of 
the provident fund account of any Government servant who, 
being in service on the appointed day, is permanently allotted 
to West Bengal shall, as from that day, be the liability of 
West Bengal 

32. Pensions. The liability of Bihar in respect of pensions 
shall be apportioned between that State and West Bengal in 
accordance with the provisions contained in the Schedule . 

33. Contracts. (i ) Where, before the appointed day , the 
State of Bihar has made any contract in the exercise of its 
executive power for any purposes of the State, that contract 
shall be deemed to have been made in the exercise of the execu 
tive power 

(a ) of Bihar, if the purposes of the contract are, as 
from the appointed day, exclusively purposes of that State ; 
G. 3324 
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( b ) of West Bengal, if the purposes of the contract are , 
as from that day, exclusively purposes of that State; and 

( c ) of Bihar, in any other case ; 
and all rights and liabilities which have accrued, or may 
accrue, under any such contract shall , to the extent to which 
they would have been rights or liabilities of Bihar, be rights 
or liabilities of Bihar or of West Bengal, as the case may 
be : 

Provided that, in any such case as is referred to in clause 
(c ) , the initial allocation of rights and liabilities made 
by this sub -section shall be subject to such financial adjust 
ment as may be agreed upon between the two States , or 
in default of such agreement, as the Central Government 
may by order direct. 

(2 ) For the purposes of this section , there shall be deemed 
to be included in the liabilities which have accrued or may 
accrue under any contract 

( a ) any liability to satisfy an order or award made by 
any court or other tribunal in proceedings relating to the 
contract; and 

(b ) any liability in respect of expenses incurred in or 
in connection with any such proceedings. 

( 3 ) This section shall have effect subject to the other 
provisions of this part relating to the apportionment of liabili 
ties in respect of loans, guarantees and other financial obliga 
tions; and bank balances and securities shall , notwithstanding 
that they partake of the nature of contractual rights, be dealt 
with under those provisions. 

34. Liability in respect of actionable wrong. Where, im 
mediately before the appointed day, Bihar is subject to any 
liability in respect of actionable wrong other than breach of 
contract, that liability shall, 

( a ) if the cause of action arose wholly within the trans 
ferred territories, be a liability of West Bengal; 

(b ) if the cause of action arose wholly within the terri 
tories of Bihar excluding the transferred territories, be a 
liability of Bihar ; and 

(c ) in any other case , be initially a liability of Bihar, 
but subject to such financial adjustment as may be agreed 
upon between that State and West Bengal, or in default 
of such agreement, as the Central Government may by 

order direct. 
35. Liability as guarantor of co -operative societies. Where, 
immediately before the appointed day , Bihar is liable as gua 
rantor in respect of any liability of a registered co -operative 
society, that liability shall 

( a ) if the area of the society s operations is limited to 
the transferred territories, be a liability of West Bengal; 
and 

(b ) in any other case, continue to be a liability of 
Bihar, 
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36. Items in suspense . If any item in suspense is ultimately 
found to affect an asset or liability of the nature referred to in 
any of the foregoing provisions of this Part, it shall be dealt 
with in accordance with that provision . 

37. Power of the Central Government to order allocation or 
adjustment in certain cases. Where either Bihar or West 
Bengal becomes entitled to any property or obtains any benefits 
or becomes subject to any liability , and the CentralGovernment, 
on a reference made within a period of three years from the 
appointed day by either of the States, is of opinion that it is 
just and equitable that that property or those benefits should 
be transferred to , or shared with , the other State or that a 
contribution towards that liability should be made by the other 
State , the said property or benefits shall be allocated in such 
manner between the two States, or the other State shall make 
to the State subject to the liability such contribution in respect 
thereof, as the Central Government , may, after consultation 
with the two State Governments, by order determine. 

38. Certain expenditure to be charged on the Consolidated 
Tund . All sums payable by either Bihar or West Bengal to the 
other State by virtue of the provisions of this part shall be 
charged on the Consolidated Fund of the State by which such 
sūms are payable. 


PART VII 
ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 


39. State Financial Corporations. ( 1) As from the appoint 
ed day , the Financial Corporations constituted under the State 
Financial Corporations Act, 1951, (63 of 1951) for the States 
of Bihar and.West Bengal shall be deemed to have been con 
stituted for those States with their areas as altered by the 
provisions of section 3 . 

(2 ) Bihar shall be liable to pay to West Bengal on account 
of its share of the paid -up capital of the Bihar State Financial 
Corporation such amount as the Central Government may by 
order determine. 

40. Temporary provisions as to the continuance of certain 
cxisting road transport permits. ( 1) Notwithstanding any. 
thing contained in section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act , 1939 , 
(4 of 1939 ) a permit granted by the State Transport Authority 
of Bihar or by any Regional Transport Authority in Bihar 
shall , if such permit was immediately before the appointed 
day valid and effective in any area within the transferred terri 
tories, be deemed to continue to be valid and effective in that 
area after that day subject to the provisions of that Act as 
for the time being in force in that area ; and it shall not be 
necessary for any such permit to be countersigned by the State 
Transport Authority of West Bengal or by any Regional Trans 
port Authority in West Bengal for the purpose of validating it 
for use in such area : 
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Provided that the Central Governmentmay, after consulta 
tion with the State Governments, add to, amend or vary the 
conditions attached to the permit by the authority by which 
the permit was granted . 

( 2 ) No toll, entrance fee or other charge of a like nature 
shall be levied after the appointed day in respect of any trans 
port vehicle for its operations in the transferred territories 
under any such permit, if such vehicle was immediately before 
that day exempt from the payment of any such toll, entrance 
fee or other charge for its operations beyond the boundaries 
of Bihar : 

Provided that the Central Government may , after consulta 
tion with both the State Governments, authorise the levy of 
any such toll, entrance fee or other charge as the case may 
be. 

41. Provisions relating to services. ( 1) Every person who 
immediately before the appointed day is serving in connection 
with the affairs of Bihar shall , as from that day , continue so 
to serve, unless he is required by general or special order of 
the Central Government to serve provisionally in connection 
with the affairs of West Bengal. 

(2 ) As soon as may be after the appointed day , the Central 
Government shall, by general or special order , determine the 
State to which every person provisionally allotted to West 
Bengal shall be finally allotted for service and the date from 
which such allotment shall take effect or be deemed to have 
taken effect . 

(3 ) Every person who is finally allotted under the pro 
visions of sub -section ( 2 ) to Bihar or West Bengal shall, if he 
is not already serving therein , be made available for serving 
in that State from such date as may be agreed upon between 
the two State Governments and in default of such agreement, as 
may be determined by the Central Government. 

(4 ) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect after 
the appointed day the operation of the provisions of Chapter I 
of Part XIV of the Constitution in relation to the determination 
of the conditions of service of persons serving in connection 
with the affairs of Bihar or of West Bengal: 

Provided that the conditions of service applicable immedi 
ately before the appointed day to the case of any person pro 
visionally or finally allotted to West Bengal under this section 
shall not be varied to his disadvantage except with the previous 
approval of the Central Government. 

(5 ) The Central Government may at any time before or 
after the appointed day give such directions to .either State 
Government as may appear to it to be necessary for the pur 
pose of giving effect to the foregoing provisions of this section 
and the State Government shall comply with such directions. 

42. Provisions as to the continuance of officers in the same 
posts. Every person who, immediately before the appointed 
day, is holding or discharging the duties of any post or office 
in connection with the affairs of Bihar in any area within the 
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transferred territories shall continue to hold the same post or 
office in West Bengal, and shall be deemed as from that day 
to have been duly appointed to that post or office by the Govern 
ment of, or other appropriate authority in , West Bengal: 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
prevent a competent authority , after the appointed day, from 
passing in relation to any such person any order affecting his 
continuance in such post or office. 


PART VIII 
LEGAL AND MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


43. Territorial extent of laws. The provisions of section 3 
shall not be deemed to have effected any change in the terri 
tories to which any law in force immediately before the appoin 
ted day extends or applies, and territorial references in any 
such law to Bihar or West Bengal shall, until otherwise pro 
vided by a competent legislature or other competent authority , 
be construed as meaning the territories within that State im 
mediately before the appointed day. 

44. Power to adapt laws. For the purpose of facilitating the 
application of any law in relation to Bihar or West Bengal, the 
appropriate Government may, before the expiration of one year 
from the appointed day, by order make such adaptations and 
modifications of the law , whether by way of reppeal or anend 
ment, as may be necessary or expedient, and thereupon every 
such law shall have effect subject to the adaptations and modifi 
cations so made until altered , repealed or amended by a com 
petent authority or competent legislature. 

Explanation . In this section , the expression " appropriate 
Government" means, as respects any law relating to a matter 
enumerated in the Union List, the Central Government, and 
as respects any other law , the State Government. 

45. Power to construe laws. Notwithstanding that no pro 
vision or insufficient provision has been made for the adapta 
tion of a law made before the appointed day, any court, tribunal 
or authority required or empowered to enforce such law may , for 
the purpose of facilitating its application in relation to Bihar 
or West Bengal, construe the law in such manner, without 
affecting the substance, as may be necessary or proper in 
regard to the matter before the court, tribunal or authority . 

46. Power to name authorities, etc., for exercising statutory 
functions. The Government of West Bengal may, by notifica 
tion in the Official Gazette, specify the authority , officer or 
person who , as from the appointed day, shall be competent to 
exercise such functions exercisable under any law in force on 
that day in any part of the transferred territories as may be 
mentioned in that notification , and such law shall have effect 
ccordingly . 
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47. Legal proceedings. Where, immediately before the 
appointed day, the State of Bihar is a party to any legal pro 
ceedings with respect to any property , rights or liabilities 
transferred to the State of West Bengal under this Act, that 
State shall be deemed to be substituted for the State of Bihar 
as a party to those proceedings, or added as a party thereto , 
as the case may be, and the proceedings may continue accord 
ingly . 

48. Transfer of pending proceedings. ( 1) Every proceed 
ing pending immediately before the appointed day before a 
court (other than a High Court ), tribunal, authority or officer 

(a ) in any area which on that day remains within Bihar 
shall , if it is a proceeding relating exclusively to any part 
of the transferred territories, stand transferred to the 
corresponding court , tribunal, authority or officer in West 
Bengal; and 

( b ) in any area which on that day within the trans 
ferred territories shall, if it is a proceeding relating exclu 
sively to any part of the territories remaining within Bihar , 
stand transferred to the corresponding court, tribunal, 
authority or officer is that State. 

( 2 ) If any question arises as to whether any proceeding 
should stand transferred under sub -section ( 1 ) , it shall be 
referred to the High Court having jurisdiction in respect of the 
area in which the court, tribunal, authority or officer before 
which , or before whom , such proceeding is pending on the 
appointed day, is functioning and the decision of that -High 
Court shall be final. 

( 3 ) In this section - 

( a ) " proceeding " includes any suit , case or appeal ; and 

(b ) " corresponding court, tribunal, authority or officer " 
in a State means 

(i) the court, tribunal, authority or officer in which 
or before whom , the proceeding would have lain if the 
proceeding had been instituted after the appointed day, 
or 

(ii) in case of doubt, such court, tribunal, authority or 
officer in that State as may be determined after the 
appointed day by the Government of that State , or before 
the appointed day by the Government of Bihar, to be 

the corresponding court, tribunal, authority or officer. 
49. Right of pleaders to practise in certain courts. Any 
person who, immediately before the appointed day, is enrolled 
as a pleader entitled to practise in any subordinate courts in 
the transferred territories shall, for a period of six months from 
that day, continue to be entitled to practise in those courts , 
notwithstanding that the whole or any part of the territories 
within the jurisdiction of those courts has been transferred to 
West Bengal 
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50. Effect of provisions inconsistent with other laws. The 
provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding any. 
thing inconsistent therewith contained in any other law . 

51. Power to remove difficulties. If any difficulty arises in 
giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the Presidentmay by 
order do anything not inconsistent with such provisions which 
appears to him to be necessary or expedient for the purpose of 
removing the difficulty . 

52. Power to make rules. ( 1 ) The Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make rules to give 
effect to the provisions of this Act. 

( 2 ) All rules made under this section shall be laid before 
both Houses of Parliament as soon as may be after they are 
made . 


THE SCHEDULE 
(See section 32 ) 


APPORTIONMENT OF LIABILITY IN RESPECT OF PENSIONS 
1. Subject to the adjustments mentioned in paragraph 3 , 
each of the States of Bihar and West Bengal shall, in respect 
of pensions granted by Bihar before the appointed day, pay 
the pensions drawn in its treasuries. 

2. Subject to the said adjustments, the liability in respect 
of pensions of officers serving in connection with the affairs of 
Bihar who retire or proceed on leave preparatory to retirement 
before the appointed day, but whose claims for pensions are 
outstanding immediately before that day, shall be the liability 
of Bihar. 

3 . There shall be computed in respect of the period com 
mencing on the appointed day and ending on the 31st day of 
March , 1957 and in respect of each subsequent financial year, 
the total payments made in respect of pensions referred to in 
paragraphs 1 and 2 ; that total, representing the liability of 
Bihar in respect of pensions, shall be appointed between Bihar 
and West Bengal in the population ratio , and the State paying . 
more than its due share shall be reimbursed the excess amount 
by the other State. 

4 . ( 1 ) The liability in respect of the pension of any officer 
serving immediately before the appointed day in connection 
with the affairs of Bihar, and retiring on or after that day, 
shall be the liability of the State which grants him the pension ; 
but the portion of the pension attributable to the service of 
any such officer before the appointed day in connection with 
the affairs of Bihar shall be allocated between Bihar and West 
Bengal in the population ratio , and the Government which 
grants the pension shall be entitled to receive from the other 
Government its share of this liability , 
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( 2 ) If any such officer was serving after the appointed day 
for some period in connection with the affairs of Bihar and 
for some period in connection with the affairs of West Bengal, 
the Government other than the one granting the pension shall 
reimburse to the Government by which the pension is granted 
an amount which bears to the portion of the pension attri 
butable to his serivce after the appointed day the same ratio 
as the period of his qualifying service after the appointed day 
under the reimbursing State bears to the total qualifying service 
after the appointed day reckoned for the purposes of pension . 

5. Any reference in this Schedule to a pension shall be con 
strued as including a reference to the commuted value of the 
pension .

Further to camend the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title . This Act may be called the Industrial Dis 
putes (Amendment) Act , 1956 . 

2. Amendment of section 25C . Section 25C of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (24 of 1947) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), shall be re-numbered as sub-section (1) thoroof, 


and 


( a ) in sub -section ( 1 ) as so re- numbered , for the pro 
visos, the following proviso shall be substituted , namely : 

" Provided that the compensation payable to a work 
man during any period of twelve months shall not be 
for more than forty -five days." ; 
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(b ) after sub-section ( 1 ) as so re -numbered, the follow 
ing sub -section shall be inserted, namely : 

“ (2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
proviso to sub -section ( 1 ), if during any period of twelve 
months, a workman is laid off for more than forty -five 
days , whether continuously or intermittently , and the lay 
off after the expiry of the first forty - five days comprises 
continuous periods of one week or more, the workman 
shall, unless there is any agreement to the contrary 
between him and the employer, be paid for all the days 
comprised in every such subsequent period of lay off for 
one week or more compensation at the rate specificd in 
sub - section ( 1 ) : 

Provided that it shall be lawful for the employer in 
any case falling within this sub -section to retrench the 
workman in accordance with the provisions contained in 
section 25F at any timeafter the expiry of the first forty 
five days of lay off and when he does so, any compensa 
tion paid to the workman for having been laid off during 
the preceding twelve months may be set off against the 

compensation payable for retrenchment." . 
3. Insertion of new section 25FF . After section 25F of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 
" 25FF. Special provision relating to workmen employed 

in undertakings which are transferred . Notwithstanding 
anything contained in section 25F , no workman shall be 
entitled to compensation under that section by reason 
merely of the fact that there has been a change of em 
ployers in any case where the ownership or management 
of the undertaking in which he is employed is transferred , 
whether by agreement or by operation of law , from one 
employer to another : 
Provided that 

( a ) the service of the workman has not been inter 
rupted by reason of the transfer ; 

(b ) the terms and conditions of servioe applicable to 
the workman after such transfer are not in any way less 
favourable to the workman than those applicable to him 
immediately before the transfer ; and 

(c) the employer to whom the ownership or manage 
ment of the undertaking is so transferred is, under the 
terms of the transfer or otherwise, legally liable to pay 
to the workman , in the event of his retrenchment, 
compensation on the basis that his service has been 
continuous and has not been interrupted by the 
transfer."

THE SECURITIES CONTRACTS (REGULATION ) ACT, 1956 

(42 of 1956 ) 

AN 

ACT 
to prevent undesirable transactions in securities by regulating 

the business of dealing therein , by prohibiting options and 
by providing for certain other matters connected therewith. 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

Preliminary 
1. Short title, extent and commencement. ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Securities Contracts (Regulation ) Act, 1956 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the OfficialGazette, appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) contract means a contract for or relating to the 
purchase or sale of securities ; 

( b ) Government security means a security created and 
issued , whether before or after the commencement of this 
Act, by the Central Government or a State Government 
for the purpose of raising a public loan and having one of 
the forms specified in clause ( 2 ) of section 2 of the Public 
Debt Act, 1944 ( 18 of 1944) ; 

( c) member means a member of a recognised stock 
exchange; 

( d ) option in securities means a contract for the 
purchase or sale of a right to buy or sell, or a right to buy 
and sell , securities in future, and includes a teji, a mandi, 
a teji mandi, a galli, a put, a call or a put and call in securi 
ties ; 

(é ) prescribed means prescribd by rules made under 
this Act ; 

(f) recognised stock exchange means a stock exchange 
which is for the time being recognised by the Central 
Government under section 4 ; 

(g ) rules , with reference to the rules relating in general 
to the constitution and management of a stock exchange, 
includes , in the case of a stock exchange which is an in 
corporated association , its memorandum and articles of 
association ; 
( h ) securities include 

(i) shares, scrips, stocks, bonds, debentures, debcature 
stock or other marketable securities of a like nature in 
or of any incorporated company or other body corporate ; 

(ii) Government securities; and 

( iii) rights or interests in securities ; 
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(i) spot delivery contract means a contract which pro 
vides for the actual delivery of securities and the payment 
of a price therefor either on the same day as the date of 
the contract or on the next day, the actual period taken 
for the despatch of the securities or the remittance of 
money therefor through the post being excluded from the 
computation of the period aforesaid if the parties to the 
contract do not reside in th same town or locality ; 

(j) stock exchange means any body of individuals, 
whether incorporated or not, constituted for the purpose 
of assisting , regulating or controlling the business of buy 
ing , selling or dealing in securities. 

Recognised Stock Exchanges 
3. Application for recognition of stock exchanges. (1 ) Any 
stock exchange, which is desirous of being recognised for the 
purposes of this Act, may make an application in the prescribed 
manner to the Central Government. 

(2 ) Every application under sub -section ( 1 ) shall contain 
such particulars as may be prescribed , and shall be accompanied 
by a copy of the bye-laws of the stock exchange for the regu 
lation and control of contracts and also a copy of the rules 
relating in general to the constitution of the stock exchange, 
and in particular, to 

( a ) the governing body of such stock exchange, its 
constitution and powers of management and the manner in 
which its business is to be transacted ; 

(b ) the powers and duties of the office bearers of the 
stock exchange ; 

( c ) the admission into the stock exchange of various 
classes of members, the qualifications for membership , and 
the exclusion , suspension, expulsion and re- admission of 
members therefrom or thereinto ; 

(d ) the procedure for the registration of partnerships as 
members of the stock exchange in cases where the rules 
provide for such membership ; and the nomination and 

appointment of authorised representatives and clerks. 
4. Grant of recognition to stock exchanges. ( 1 ) If the 
Central Government is satisfied , after making such inquiry as 
may be necessary in this behalf and after obtaining such further 
information , if any, as it may require - 

( a ) that the rules and bye- laws of a stock exchange 
applying for registration are in conformity with such condi 
tions as may be prescribed with a view to ensure fair deal 
ing and to protect investors; 

(b ) that the stock exchange is willing to comply with 
any other conditions (including conditions as to the number 
of members) with the CentralGovernment, after consulta 
tion with the governing body of the stock exchange and 
having regard to the area served by the stock exchange 
and its standing and the nature of the securities dealt with 
by it , may impose for the purpose of carrying out the 
objects of this Act ; and 
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(c ) that it would be in the interest of the trade and 
also in the public interest to grant recognition to the stock 

exchange ; 
it may grant recognition to the stock exchange subject to the 
conditions imposed upon it as aforesaid and in sucn form as 
may be prescribed . 

(2 ) The conditions which the Central Government may 
prescribe under clause (a ) of sub-section ( 1 ) for the grant of 
recognition to the stock exchanges may include, among other 
matters, conditions relating to , 

(i) the qualifications for membership of stock ex 
changes ; 

( ii) the manner in which contracts shall be entered 
into and enforced as between members ; 

(iii ) the representation of the Central Government on 
each of the stock exchanges by such number of persons 
not exceeding three as the Central Government may 
nominate in this behalf ; and 

(iv ) the maintenance of accounts of members and their 
audit by chartered accountants whenever such audit is 

required by the Central Government. 

(3 ) Every grant of recognition to a stock exchange under 
this section shall be published in the Gazette of India and also 
in the Official Gazette of the State in which the principal office 
of the stock exchange is situate, and such recognition shall 
have effect as from the date of its publication in the Gazette 
of India . 

(4 ) No application for the grant of recognition shall be 
refused except after giving an opportunity to the stock exchange 
concerned to be heard in the matter ; and the reasons for such 
refusal shall be communicated to the stock exchange in writing . 

(5 ) No rules of a recognised stock exchange relating to any 
of the matters specified in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 3 shall be 
amended except with the approval of the Central Govern 
ment. 

5. Withdrawal of recognition . If the Central Government is 
of opinion that the recognition granted to a stock exchange 
under the provisions of this Act should , in the interest of the 
trade or in the public interest, be withdrawn, the Central 
Government may serve on the governing body of the stock 
exchange a written notice that the Central Government is 
considering the withdrawal of the recognition for the reasons 
stated in the notice, and after giving an opportunity to the 
governing body to be heard in the matter, the Central Govern 
ment may withdraw , by notification in the Official Gazette, the 
recognition granted to the stock exchange: 

Provided that no such withdrawal shall affect the validity 
of any contract entered into or made before the date of the 
notification , and the Central Government may, after consulta 
tion with the stock exchange, make such provision as it deems 
fit in the notification of withdrawal or in any subsequent noti 
fication similarly published for the duc performance of any 
contracts outstanding on that date . 


6. Power of Central Government to call for periodical returns 
or direct inquiries to be made . ( 1) Every recognised stock 
exchange shall furnish to the Central Government such 
periodical returns relating to its affairs as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) Every recognised stock exchange and every member 
thereof shall maintain and preserve for such periods not ex 
ceeding five years such books of account, and other documents 
as the Central Government, after consultation with the stock 
exchange concerned may , prescribe in the interest of the trade 
or in the public interest, and such books of account, and other 
documents shall be subject to inspection at all reasonable times 
by the Central Government. 

(3 ) Without prejudice to the provisions contained in sub 
sections ( 1 ) and (2 ), the Central Government, if it is satisfied 
that it is in the interest of the trade or in the public interest 
so to do, may, by order in writing, 

(a ) call upon a recognised stock exchange or any member 
thereof to furnish in writing such information or explana 
tion relating to the affairs of the stock exchange or of the 
member in relation to the stock exchange as the Central 
Government may require ; or 

(b ) appoint one or more persons to make an inquiry in 
the prescribed manner in relatỉon to the affairs of the 
governing body of a stock exchange or the affairs of any 
of the members of the stock exchange in relation to the 
stock exchange and submit a report of the result of such 
inquiry to the Central Government within such times as 
may be specified in the order or, in the case of an inquiry 
in relation to the affairs of any of the members of a stock 
exchange, direct the governing body to make the inquiry 
and submit its report to the Central Government. 

(4 ) Where an inquiry in relation to the affairs of a recog 
nised stock exchange or the affairs of any of its members in 
relation to the stock exchange has been undertaken under sub 
section ( 3 ) , 

(a ) every director, manager , secretary or other officer 
of such stock exchange; 

( b ) every member of such stock exchange ; 

(c ) if the member of the stock exchange is a firm , every 
partner , manager , secretary or other officer of the firm ; 
and 

( d ) every other person or body of persons who has had 
dealings in the course of business with any of the persons 
mentioned in clauses ( a ), (b ) and (c ) , whether directly or 

indirectly ; 
shall be bound to produce before the authority making the 
inquiry all such books of account, and other documents in his 
custody or power relating to or having a bearing on the subject 
matter of such inquiry and also to furnish the authorities within 
such times as may be specified with any such statement or 
information relating thereto as may be required of him .

7. Annual reports to be furnished to Central Government 
by stock exchanges. Every recognised stock exchange shall 
furnish the Central Government with a copy of the annual 
report, and such annual report shall contain such particulars as 
may be prescribed . 

8. Power of Central Government to direct rules to be made 
or to make rules. (1 ) Where, after consultation with the 
governing bodies of stock exchanges generally or with the 
governing body of any stock exchange in particular , the Central 
Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do , it may, by order in writing together with a statement 
of the reasons therefor , direct recognised stock exchanges 
generally or any recognised stock exchange in particular, as the 
case may be , to make any rules or to amend any rules already 
made in respect of all or any of the matters specified in sub 
section ( 2 ) of section 3 within a period of six months from the 
date of the order. 

( 2) If any recognised stock exchange fails or neglects to 
comply with any order made under sub -section ( 1 ) within the 
period specified therein , the Central Government may make the 
rules for, or amend the rules made by, the recognised stock 
exchange, either in the form proposed in the order or with such 
modifications thereof as may be agreed to between the stock 
exchange and the Central Government. 

( 3 ) Where in pursuance of this section any rules have 
been made or amended , the rules so made or amended shall be 
published in the Gazette of India and also in the Official Gazette 
or Gazettes of the State or States in which the principal office 
or offices of the recognised stock exchange or exchanges is or 
are situate , and, on the publication thereof in the Gazette of 
India , the rules so made or amended shall, notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary contained in the Companies Act, 1956 , 
( I of 1956 ) or in any other law for the time being in force, 
have effect as if they had been made or amended by the re 
cognised stock exchange or stock exchanges, as the case may 
be. 

9. Power of recognised stock exchanges to make bye-laws . 
( 1 ) Any recognised stock exchange may, subject to the previ 
ous approval of the Central Government, make bye-laws for the 
regulation and control of contracts. 

( 2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such bye -laws may provide for- 

(a ) the opening and closing of markets and the regula 
tion of the hours of trade ; 

(b ) a clearing house for the periodical settlement of con 
tracts and differences thereunder , the delivery of and pay 
ment for securities , the passing on of delivery orders and 
the regulation and maintenance of such clearing house; 

( c ) the submission to the Central Government by the 
clearing house as soon as may be after each periodical 
settlement of all or any of the following particulars as the 
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Central Government may, from time to time, require, 
namely : 

(i) the total number of each category of security 
carried over from one settlement period to another ; 

(ii) the total number of each category of security, 
contracts in respect of which have been squared up 
during the course of each settlement period ; 

( iii) the total number of each category of security 
actually delivered at each clearing ; 

(d ) the publication by the clearing house of all or any 
of the particulars submitted to the Central Government 
under clause ( c ) subject to the directions, if any, issued by 
the Central Government in this behalf ; 

( e ) the regulation or prohibition of blank transfers ; 

(f ) the number and classes of contracts in respect of 
which settlements shall be made or differences paid through 
the clearing house ; 

(g ) the regulation , or prohibition of budlas or carry -over 
facilities ; 

(h ) the fixing, altering or postponing of days for settle 
ments ; 

( i) the determination and declaration of market rates, 
including the opening, closing , highest and lowest rates for 
securities ; 

( j) the terms, conditions and incidents of contracts, 
including the prescription of margin requirements, if any, 
and conditions relating thereto, and the forms of contracts 
in writing ; 

( k ) the regulation of the entering into , making, perfor 
mance, rescission and termination , of contracts , including 
contracts between members or betvreen a member and his 
constituent or between a member and a person who is not 
a member, and the consequences of default or insolvency 
on the part of a seller or buyer or intermediary, the conse 
quences of a breach or omission by a seller or buyer , and 
the responsibility of members who are not parties to such 
contracts ; 

(1) the regulation of taravani business including the 
placing of limitations thereon ; 

(m ) the listing of securities on the stock exchange, the 
inclusion of any security for the purpose of dealings and 
the suspension or withdrawal of any such securities, and 
the suspension or prohibition of trading in any specified 
securities ; 

(n ) the method and procedure for the settlement of 
claims or disputes , including settlement by arbitration ; 

(o ) the levy and recovery of fees , fines and penalties ; 

( p ) the regulation of the course of business between 
parties to contracts in any capacity ; 

( q ) the fixing of a scale of brokerage and other charges ; 

(r) the making , comparing, settling and closing of 
bargains ; 
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(s ) the emergencies in trade which may arise, whether 
as a result of pool or syndicated operations or cornering 
or otherwise , and the exercise of powers in such emergen 
cies, including the power to fix maximum and minimum 
prices for securities; 

(t ) the regulation of dealings by members for their 
own account ; 

( u ) the separation of the functions of jobbers and 
brokers ; 

(v ) the limitations on the volume of trade done by any 
individual member in exceptional circumstances; 

( w ) the obligation of members to supply such informa 
tion or explanation and to produce such documents relating 
to the business as the governing body may require. 
( 3 ) The bye-laws .made under this section may 

( a ) specify the bye-laws the contravention of which shall 
make a contract entered into otherwise than in accordance 
with the bye -laws void under sub - section ( 1) of section 14 . 

( b ) provide that the contravention of any of the bye 
laws shall render the member concerned liable to cne or 
more of the following punishments, namely : 

( i) fine ; 
(ii) expulsion from membership ; 
(iii) suspension from membership for a specified 

period ; 
(iv ) any other penalty of a like nature not involving 

the payment of money . 
( 4 ) Any bye- laws made under this section shall be subject 
to such conditions in regard to previous publication as may be 
prescribed , and, when approved by the Central Government, 
shall be published in the Gazette of India and also in the Official 
Gazette of the State in which the principal office of the recognis 
ed stock exchange is situate, and shall have effect as from the 
date of its publication in the Gazette of India : 

Provided that if the Central Government is satisfied in any 
case that in the interest of the trade or in the public interest any 
bye -law should be made immediately , it may, by order in writing 
specifying the reasons therefor, dispense with the condition of 
previous publication . 

10. Power of Central Government to make or amend bye 
laws of recognised stock exchanges . ( 1) The Central Govern 
ment may, either on a request in writing received by it in this 
behalf from the governing body of a recognised stock exchange 
or on its own motion , if it is satisfied after consultation with the 
governing body of the stock exchange that it is necessary or 
expedient so to do and after recording its reasons for so doing , 
make bye-laws for all or any of the matters specified in section 
9 or amend any bye -laws made by such stock exchange under 
that section . 

( 2 ) Where in pursuance of this section any bye-laws have 
been made or amended , the bye-laws so made or amended shall 
be published in the Gazette of India and also in the Official 
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Gazette of the State in which the principal office of the recog 
nised stock exchange is situate , and on the publication thereof 
in the Gazette of India , the bye -laws so made or amended shall 
have effect as if they had been made or amended by the recog 
nised stock exchange concerned . 

( 3) Notwithstanding anything contained in this section , 
where the governing body of a recognised stock cxchange 
objects to any bye - laws made or amended under this section 
by the Central Government on its own motion , it may, within 
six months of the publication thereof in the Gazette of India 
under sub-section (2 ) , apply to the Central Government for 
revision thereof, and the Central Government may, after giving 
an opportunity to the governing body of the stock exchange 
to be heard in the matter , revise the bye- laws so made or 
amended , and where any bye-laws so made or amended are 
revised as a result of any action taken under this sub - section , 
the bye -laws so revised shall be published and shall become 
effective as provided in sub -section ( 2 ) . 

(4 ) The making or the amendment or revision of any bye 
laws under this section shall in all cases be subject to the condi 
tion of previous publication : 

Provided that if the Central Government is satisfied in any 
case that in the interest of the trade or in the public interest 
any bye -laws should be made, amended or revised immediately , 
it may , by order in writing specifying the reasons therefor, 
dispense with the condition of previous publication . 

11. Power of Central Government to supersede governing 
body of a recognised stock exchange . ( 1 ) Without prejudice to 
any other powers vested in the Central Government under this 
Act, where the Central Government is of opinion that the 
governing body of any recognised stock exchange should be 
superseded , then , notwithstanding anything contained in any 
other law for the time being in force, the Central Government 
may serve on the governing body a written notice that the 
Central Government is considering the supersession of the 
governing body for the reasons specified in the notice and after 
giving an opportunity to the governing body to be heard in the 
matter it may , by notification in the Official Gazette, declare 
"the governing body of such stock exchange to be superseded , 
and may appoint any person or persons to exercis and perform 
all the powers and duties of the governing body, and, where 
more persons than one are appointed , may appoint one of such 
persons to be the chairman and another to be the vice -chairmau 
thereof. 

( 2 ) On the publication of a notification in the Official 
Gazette under sub-section ( 1 ), the following consequences shall 
ensue , namely : 

( a ) the members of the governing body which has been 
superseded shall, as from the date of the notification of 
supersession , cease to hold office as such members ; 

( b ) the person or persons appointed under sub -section 
( 1 ) may exercise and perform all the powers and duties 
of the governing body which has been superseded ; 
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( c) all such property of the recognised stock exchange 
as the person or persons appointed under sub -section ( 1 ) 
may, by order in writing, specify in this behalf as being 
necessary for the purpose of enabling him , or them to carry 
on the business of the stock exchange, shall vest in such 
person or persons. 

( 3) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained 
in any law or the rules or bye-laws of the recognised stock 
exchange the governing body of which is superseded under sub 
section (1 ), the person or persons appointed under that sub 
section shall hold office for such period as may be specified in 
the notification published under that sub -section , and the 
CentralGovernment may from timeto time, by like notification , 
vary such period . 

( 4 ) The Central Government may at any time before the 
determination of the period of office of any person or persons 
appointed under this section call upon the recognised stock 
exchange to re -constitute the governing body in accordance 
with its rules and on such re -constitution all the property of 
the recognised stock exchange which has vested in , or was in 
the possession of, the person or persons appointed under sub 
section ( 1 ) shall re-vest or vest, as the case may be, in the 
governing body so re-constituted : 

Provided that until a governing body is so re - constituted , 
the person or persons appointed under sub-section ( 1 ) shali 
continue to exercise and perform their powers and duties. 

12. Power to suspend business of recognised stock ex 
changes. If in the opinion of the Central Government an 
emergency has arisen and for the purpose of meeting the 
emergency the Central Government considers it expedient so 
to do, it may, by notification in the Official Gazette , for reasons 
to be set out therein , direct a recognised stock exchange to 
suspend such of its business for such period not exceeding 
seven days and subject to such conditions as may be specified 
in the notification , and if, in the opinion of the Central Covern 
ment , the interest of the trade or the public interest requires 
that the period should be extended, may , by like notification 
extend the said period from time to time: 

Provided that where the period of suspension is to be ex 
tended beyond the first period, no notification extending the 
period of suspension shall be issued unless the governing body 
of the recognised association has been given an opportunity of 
being heard in the matter. 

Contracts and Options in Securities 
13. Contracts in notified areas illegal in certain circum 
stances. If the Central Government is satisfied, having regard 
to the nature or the volume of transactions in securities in any 
State or area, that it is necessary so to do, it may, by notifi, 
cation in the Official Gazette, declare this section to ripply to 
such State or area, and thereupon every contract in such State 

G. 3338 . 
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or area which is entered into after the date of the notification 
otherwise than between members of a recognised stock exchange 
in such State or area or through or with such member shall be 
illegal. 

14. Contracts in notified areas to be void in certain circum 
stances. ( 1 ) Any contract entered into in any State or area 
specified in the notification under section 13 which is in contra 
vention of any of the bye-laws specified in that behalf under 
clause (a ) of sub - section ( 3 ) of section 9 shall be void 

(i) as respects the rights of any member of the recog 
nised stock exchange who has entered into such contract 
in contravention of any such bye -law , and also 

(ii) as respects the rights of any other person who has 
knowingly participated in the transaction entailing such 
contravention . 

( 2 ) Nothing in sub -section (1 ) shall be construed to affect 
the right of any person other than a member of the recognised 
stock exchange to enforce any such contract or to recover any 
sum under or in respect of such contract if such person had 
no knowledge that the transaction was in contravention of any 
of the bye-laws specified in clause (a ) of sub - section ( 3 ) of 
section 9 . 

15. Members may not act as principals in certain circum 
stances. No member of a recognised stock exchange shall in 
respect of any securities enter into any contract as a principal 
with any person other than a member of a recognised stock 
exchange, unless he has secured the consent or authority of 
such person and discloses in the note, memorandum or agree 
ment of sale or purchase that he is acting as a principal: 

Provided that where the member has secured the consent 
or authority of such person otherwise than in writing he shall 
secure written confirmation by such person of such consent or 
authority within three days from the date of the contract : 

Provided further that no such written consent or authority 
of such person shall be necessary for closing out any outstand 
ing contract entered into by such person in accordance with the 
bye -laws, if the member discloses in the note , memorandum or 
agreement sale or purchase in respect of such closing out 
that he is acting as a principal. 

16. Power to prohibit contracts in certain cases. ( 1 ) If the 
Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary to prevent 
undesirable speculation in specified securities in any state or 
area , it may, by notification in the Official Gazette, declare 
that no person in the State or area specified in the notification 
shall, save with the permission of the Central Government, 
enter into any contract for the sale or purchase of any security 
specified in the notification except to the extent and in the 
manner , if any , specified therein . 

( 2 ) All contracts in contravention of the provisions of sub 
section ( 1 ) entered into after the date of the notification issued 
thereunder shall be illegal. 


17. Licensing of dealers in securities in certain areas. ( 1 ) 
Subject to the provisions of sub -section ( 3 ) and to the other 
provisions contained in this Act, no person shall carry on or 
purport to carry on , whether on his own behalf or on behalf 
of any other person, the business of dealing in securities in any 
State or area to which section 13 has not been declared to apply 
and to which the Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, declare this section to apply, except under 
the authority of a licence granted by the Central Government 
in this behalf . 

( 2 ) No notification under sub -section ( 1 ) shall be issued 
with respect to any State or area unless the CentralGovernment 
is satisfied , having regard to themanner in which securities are 
being dealt with in such State or area , that it is desirable or 
expedient in the interest of the trade or in the public interest 
that such dealings should be regulated by a system of licensing. 

(3 ) The restrictions imposed by sub -section ( 1) in relation 
to dealings in securities shall not apply to the doing of any. 
thing by or on behalf of a member of any recognised stock 
exchange. 

18. Exclusion of spot delivery contracts from sections 13, 14 , 
15 and 17. ( 1 ) Nothing contained in sections 13, 14 , 15 and 17 
shall apply to spot delivery contracts. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - section ( 1 ), 
if the Central Government is of opinion that in the interest of 
the trade or in the public interest it is expedient to regulate 

and control the business of dealing in spot delivery contracts 
- also in any State or area (whether section 13 has been declared 
to aply to that State or area or not) , if may , by notification 
in the Official Gazette, declare that the provisions of section 17 
shall also apply to such State or area in respect of spot delivery 
contracts generally or in respect of spot delivery contracts for 
the sale or purchase of such securities as may be specificd in 
the notification , and may also specify the manner in which , 
and the extent to which , the provisions of that section shall so 
apply . 

19. Stock exchanges other than recognised stock exchanges 
prohibitted . (1 ) No person shall, except with the permission 
of the Central Government, organise or assist in organising 
or be a mamber of any stock exchange (other than a recognised 
stock exchange) for the purpose of assisting in , entering into 
or performing any contracts in securities . 

( 2 ) This section shall come into force in any State or area 
on such date as the Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

20. Prohibition of options in securities . ( 1 ) Notwithstand 
ing anything contained in this Act or in any other law for the 
time being in force , all options in securities entered into after 
the commencement of this Act shall be illegal. 

( 2 ) Any option in securities which has been entered into 
before such commencement and which remains to be performed , 
whether wholly or in part, after such commencement, shall, to 
that extent, become void . 
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Listing of Securities by Public Companies 
21. Power to compel listing of securities by public companies . 
Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the 
time being in force, if the Central Government is of opinion , 
having regard to the nature of the securities issued by any 
public company as defined in the Companies Act, 1956 , (I of 
1956 ) or to the dealings in them , that it is necessary or ex 
pedient in the interest of the trade or the public interest 
so to do , it may require the company, after giving it an oppor 
tunity of being heard in the matter, to comply with such 
requirements as may be prescribed with respect to the listing 
of its securities on any recognised stock exchange. 

22. Right of appeal against refusal by stock exchanges to 
list securities of public companies . Where a recognised stock 
exchange acting in pursuance of any power given to it by its 
bye-laws, refuses to list the securities of any public company, 
the company shall be entitled to be furnished with the reasons 
for such refusal, and may appeal aginst the decision of the re 
cognised stock exchange to the Central Government, and the 
Central Government may, after giving the stock exchange an 
opportunity of being heard , vary or set aside the decision of 
the recognised stock exchange, and when it does so the stock 
exchange shall be bound to act in conformity with the orders of 
the Central Government. 

Penalties and Procedure 
23. Penalties . 

( 1) Any person who- 
(a ) without reasonable excuse (the burden of proving 
which shall be on him ) fails to comply with any requisi 
tion made under sub -section (4 ) of section 6 ; or . 

(b ) enters into any contract in contravention of any of 
the provisions contained in section 13 or section 16 ; or 

( c) contravenes the provisions contained in section 17, or 
section 19 ; or 

(d ) enters into any option in securities in contravention 
of the provisions contained in section 20 ; or 

(e ) owns or keeps a place other than that of a recognised 
stock exchange which is used for the purpose of entering 
into or performing any contracts in contravention of any 
of the provisions of this Act and knowingly permits such 
place to be used for such purposes ; or 

(f) manages , cotrols , or assists in keeping any place 
other than that of a recognised stock exchange which is 
used for the purpose of entering into or performing any 
contracts in contravention of any of the provisions of this 
Act or at which contracts are recorded or adjusted or 
rights or liabilities arising out of contracts are adjusted , 
regulated or enforced in any maner whatsoever ; or 

( g ) not being a member of a recognised stock exchange 
or his agent authorised as such under the rules or bye 
laws of such stock exchange or not being a dealer in secu 
rities licensed under section 17 wilfully represents to or 
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induces any person to believe that contracts can be entered 
into or performed under this Act through him ; or 

( h ) not being a member of a recognised stock exchange 
or his agent authorised as such under the rules or bye 
laws of such stock exchange or not being a dealer in secu 
rities licensed under section 17, canvasses, advertises or 
touts in any manner either for himself or on behalf of any 
other persons for any business connected with contracts 
in contravention of any of the provisions of this Act; or 

(i) joins, gathers or assists in gathering at any place 
other than the place of business specified in the bye-laws 
of a recognised stock exchange any person or persons for 
making bids or offers or for entering into or performing 
any contracts in contravention of any of the provisions of 

this Act ; 
shall, on conviction , be punishable with imprisonment for a 
term which may extend to one year or with fine, or with both . 

( 2 ) Any person who enters into any contract in contraven 
tion of the provisions contained in section 15 or who fails to 
comply with the orders of the Central Government under sec 
tion 21 or section 22 shall , on conviction , be punishable with 
fine which may extend to one thousand rupees. 

24. Offences by companies. ( 1) Where an offence has been 
committed by a company, every person who, at the time when 
the offence was committed , was in charge of, and was 
responsible to , the company for the conduct of the business of 
the company, as well as the company, shall be deemed to be 
guilty of the offence, and shall be liable to be proceeded against 
and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub - section shall 
render any such person liable to any punishment provided in 
this Act, if he proves that the offence was committed without 
his knowledge or that he exercised all due diligence to prevent 
the commission of such offence. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1), 
where an offence under this Act has been committed by a 
company and it is proved that the offence has been committed 
with the consent or connivance of, or is attributable to any 
gross negligence on the part of any director, manager, secretary 
or other officer of the company, such director, manager, secre 
tary other officer of the company, shall also be deemed to be 
guilty of that offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against 
and punished accordingly . 

Explanation . For the purpose of this section , 

( a ) company means any body corporate and includes 
a firm or other association of individuals, and 

(b ) director in relation to a firm , means a partner in 
the firm . 
25 . Certain offences to be cognizable. Notwithstanding any. 
thing contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, (5 of 
1898.) any offence punishable under sub -section (1) of section 
23 shall be deemed to be a cognizable offence within the meaning 
of that Code. 
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26. Jurisdiction to try offences under this Act . No court 
inferior to that of a presidency magistrate or a magistrate of 
the first class shall take cognizance of or try any offence punish 
able under this Act . 

Miscellaneous 
27. Title to dividends . ( 1) It shall be lawful for the holder 
of any security whose name appears on the books of the com 
pany issuing the said security to receive and retain any divi 
dend declared by the company in respect thereof for any year , 
notwithstanding that the said security has already been 
transferred by him for consideration , unless the transferee who 
claims the dividend from the transferor has lodged the security 
and all other documents relating to the transfer which may be 
required by the company with the company for being registered 
in his name within fifteen days of the date on which the dividend 
became due. 

Explanation.-- The period specified in this section shall be 
extended 

(i) in case of death of the transferee , by the actual 
period taken by his legal representative to establish his 
claim to the dividend ; 

( ii) in case of loss of the transfer deed by theft or 
any other cause beyond the control of the transferee, 
by the actual period taken for the replacement thereof; 
and 

(iii) in case of delay in the lodging of any security and 
other documents relating to the transfer due to causes 
connected with the post, by the actual period of the 
delay . 
( 2 ) Nothing contained in sub -section ( 1 ) shall affect- 

(a ) the right of a company to pay any dividend which 
has become due to any person whose name is for the time 
being registered in the books of the company as the holder 
of the security in respect of which the dividend has become 
due ; or 

(b ) the right of the transferee of any security to en 
force against the transferor or any other person his rights, 
if any, in relation to the transfer in any case where the 
company has refused to register the transfer of the security 

in the name of the transferee . 
28. Act not to apply in certain cases. The provisions of 
this Act shall not apply to the Government, the Reserve Bank 
of India , any local authority or any corporation set up under 
a special law or any person who has effected any transaction 
with or through the agency of any such authority as is referred 
to in this section . 

29. Protection of action taken in good faith . No suit, 
prosecution or other legal proceeding whatsoever shall lie in 
any court against the governing body or any member , office 
bearer or servant of any recognised stock exchange or against 
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any person or persons appointed under sub -section (1) of sec 
tion 11 for anything which is in good faith done or intended to 
be done in pursuance of this Act or of any rules or bye-laws 
made thereunder. 

30. Power to make rules. ( 1 ) The Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette , make rules for the pur 
pose of carrying into effect the objects of this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular , and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such rules may provide for , - 

(a ) the manner in which applications may be made, the 
particulars which they should contain and the levy of a fee 
in respect of such applications ; 

(b ) the manner in which any inquiry for the purpose of 
recognizing any stock exchange may be made, the condi 
tions which may be imposed for the grant of such recogni 
tion , including conditions as to the admission of members 
if the stock exchange concerned is to be the only recognised 
stock exchange in the area , and the form in which such 
recognition shall be granted ; 

( c ) the particulars which should be contained in the peri 
odical returns and annual reports to be furnished to the 
Central Government ; 

( d ) the documents which should be maintained and 
preserved under section 6 and the periods for which they 
should be preserved ; 

(e) the manner in which any inquiry by the governing 
body of a stock exchange shall be made under section 6 ; 

( f) the manner in which the bye -laws to be made or 
amended under this Act shall before being so made or 
amended be published for criticism ; 

( g ) the manner in which applications may be made by 
dealers in securities for licences under section 17 , the fee 
payable in respect thereof and the period of such licences, 
the conditions subject to which licences may be granted , 
including conditions relating to the forms which may be 
used in making contracts, the documents to be maintained 
by licensed dealers and the furnishing of periodical infor 
mation to such authority as may be specified and the 
revocation of licences for breach of conditions ; 

( h ) the requirements which shall be complied with by 
public companies for the purpose of getting their securities 
listed on any stock exchange ; and 

(i) any other matter which is to be or may be pre 
scribed . 

( 3 ) Any rules made under this section shall be subject to 
the condition of previous publication and shall, as soon as may 
be, after their publication in the Official Gazette, be laid before 
both Houses of Parliament. 

31. Repeal. The Bombay Securities Contracts Control Act, 
1925 , (Bombay Act 8 of 1925.) is hereby repealed .
